producing countries. We do not, 
however, propose to add to ourotato 
ment tho amounts carried to Portland 
and thoBO tukon out by private parties.

TbaiolosiDgiBoene of the trial was in- 
Ye8te"3''wifti''a11''{li'e scnBational Interest of 
a dramatic denouement. Bofore 1 1 
o'clock, when the Ja(?p03 took their 
ji'nces, the Court IJoiiso wns densely 
crowded. At the sitiiiip of thn Court, 
the convicted prisoners were put forward. 
Tbe;i«Dtered' tbe dock wltbB'>firm step 
and stood rat the front, 'Gdlonel' Warron 
on the right, 'General' Hiilpiiio in the 
centre, and 'Cnptiiin' Coslello at his 'oft. 
Warren is a quiet, sleek looking nuui, 
witli a largo, prtic, riillier iiii|)res.sive fnco, 
from which his liuir was smoothed biu;lc. 
He.bad an earnest, thonghlful-expression, 
and might have passed for one who had 
been engaged in studying for the clerical 
profesHioii, or, indeed, any other pursuit 
thiin timt of war. IJ.o claims to bo an 
Americas, citizen, but if he was disposed 
to deny Lis own country his speech would 
undoabted|^]F, betray him, for hp tf-retains 
EOmc nomiatokable cbaracteristicsVof^tbe 
natiomil patois. ITiilpiii's appearance 
was unchanged since lio .stood ut the l)iir. 
Costello was tlio only one of the Ibrcc 
wiiose appearance and Dinniior were cal- 
culated to evoke the slightest sympnthy. 
He is a young fellotr of abouttwouty-threo 
or twenty-'One years 'of nge.'of'jet black 
hair and rather prapossessing counte- 
nance. The three prisoners availed them- 
selves to the full of the indulgonec of the 
Court iu addressing it vrht'ti called on to 
Bay wliy sentence should not bo pronoun-- 
ced, and the characters of the three men 
were-ninslraled by the manner and matter 
of their speeches. Colonul Wurren ap- 
peared to have set before him ono olijiM't 
to which he adhered, despite tlio freiiuent 
remonstrance of the Court — nuiiiely, to 
threaten the retributive vengeance of 
America for the treatment which be 
had received from the Crown ofBcials nird 
the jury. He said they hud, foolishly for 
themselves, raised an issue which would 
be settled by anoiher Iribiinal ntid 
that the treatment which he had re- 
ceived would make the swor>l leap from 
the scabbard of Jirother JoaatbaD. -,Hql- 
pin's speech was determined by a most 
persistent insolence. When interrupted 
by the Court, he d'^lilierately resumed the 
thread of bis vitu|ieriition, until he wound 
np with an observation upon the Prince 
of Wales £0 gross that the Court tlireat- 
ened to have him removed if he pcrse- 
Tered in such a line of observation. The 
prisoner Costello was, on the contrary, 
rather respectful and modest in his tone, 
and though he spoke with impassioned 
vehemence, striking the bar repeatedly, 
and castiau: excited looks around the (ral- 
leries, he left an impressioa rather of piiy 
for his youth, and regret that so unu li 
earnestnoss and ability should have been 
misapplied. He allndwl iu brief bui 
touching terms to the blight of his useful 
hopes, and the nnlia[)py prospect wliicii 
awaited him, torn from his home and 
friends. Howilif the <mo8i- solemn terms 
protested bis innocence. The addresses 
of the prisoners lasted for two hours. 
They all agree in denouncing the inform- 
ers aud the Governor of the Kdmainliatn, 
■whose position has rendered liim e'lpecially 
obnoxious to the Fenians. Hatpin, araoiiL' 
other obserTatipnii upoii the charoctcr of 
the trea'tmen't' of ihe p'risoners in Kilmain 
ham, remarked that "hell was a bud 
place, and the devil a bud boy. l)ut lie 
could not hold a candle to Mr. I'riee." 
When stopp'id by the Court, he said he 
'would ''say no more ohout the old 
gorjlla.',',;. Ml". Pfioei the Governor, he 
said, was like Tlobinson Crusoe, "monarch 
of all he surveyed.'' Costello concarrtd 
in thinking that there could not bo amorj 
infernal dungeon than Kilinaitiham. At 
the conclusion of ilie prisoners' statement 
the Chief Baron addressed them in iin- 
J)re8sive language, aud sentenced Warren 
aod^Halpin to fifteen years, an 1 Costello 
to twelve years penal servitude. The 
prisoners were removed from Court utider 
a strong military escort aud lodged in 
Kill&'aiMm. " " '

PERU, CHILE AND BOMVIA; 

Fbooress oi'' 'riii'^ Hevoi.utiok. — Col. 
Pradomade an unexijtcied luoveiueiit upon 
Arcquipa on the inorninj; of the 19t.li 
instant, which led to a general engage- 
ment of the whole of the forces on both 
Bides.
